
Three 
sentenced 
in vote 
buying 


Four Tompkinsville 
residents were sentenced 
in U.S. District Court by 
Chief United States District 
Judge Joseph H. McKinley, 
Jr. on Friday, March 2 after 
pleading guilty to charges 
of conspiring to buy votes in 
the 2006 General Election in 
Monroe County, Kentucky, 
announced David J. Hale, 
United States Attorney for the 
Western District of Kentucky 
and Assistant Attorney 
General Lanny A. Breuer 
of the Justice Department's 
Criminal Division. 

Martha J. Hughes, age 
49, Corey Page, age 31, and 
Michael Page, age 52, were 
each sentenced to two years 
probation and six months 
home detention. In addition, 
Corey Page and Michael 
Page were each ordered to 
pay a $2,000 fine. 

Todd Newport, age 29, 
was sentenced to two years 
probation, two months home 
incarceration and ordered to 
pay a $500 fine. 

"Vote buying is a serious 
crime. It undermines our 
democratic process and 
weakens public confidence 
in the election system. Those 
who would attempt to 
subvert free and fair elections 
will be pursued by my office 
in partnership with the FBI," 
stated U.S. Attorney David 
J. Hale. 

According to the federal 
grand jury indictment, 
beginning in October, 2006, 
and continuing to the date 
of the general election on 
November 7, 2006, Tony 
Gumm, Martha J. Hughes, 
Jeffrey Todd Newport, 
William H. Proffitt, Corey 
Page, and Michael Page, 
conspired to pay voters to 
cast walk-in absentee ballots. 


The object of the conspiracy 
was to secure the election for 
Gumm and other candidates. 
At the time, Gumm was 
a write-in candidate for 
Monroe County Magistrate. 

All six defendants have 
admitted to participating in 
this scheme in which voters 
were instructed to lie about 
their intended whereabouts 
on Election Day, and to 
falsely state they were blind, 
disabled or unable to read 
English and thus in need of 
assistance to vote. Members 
of the conspiracy would then 
accompany the voters into 
the booth to cast the voters' 
ballot. The indictment 
specifies 17 voters who were 
paid $25 to $80 dollars for 
voting in the election. 

Tony A. Gumm pled guilty 
and was sentenced to serve 
three years probation, with 
eight months home detention 
and pay a $4,000 fine on July 
21,2011 in U.S. District Court, 
Bowling Green, Kentucky by 
Chief United States Judge 
Joseph H. McKinley, Jr. 

In a separate federal 
indictment, Wilbur Graves, 
the former Monroe County 
Judge-Executive, and three 
Tompkinsville residents were 
charged with conspiracy 
to buy votes during the 
same 2006 Monroe County, 
Kentucky general election. 
After a three day trial. Graves 
was convicted of conspiring 
with others to buy votes in 
order to guarantee his re- 
election and was sentenced 
to 12 months and one day 
in prison followed by two 
years of supervised release 
and ordered to pay a $5,000 
fine by Chief United States 
District Court Judge Joseph 
H. McKinley, Jr. Gary Bartley 
pled guilty while Ronald

Monroe dodges deadly tornadoes 



Monroe County escaped the brunt of the storms which 
ravaged many counties across the Commonwealth on 
Friday, March 2. 

As shown above from the area of the Cropper Ridge 
community, residents prepared and watched for the 
impending weather. 

Gov. Steve Beshear stated that he had been notified 
that President Barack Obama has authorized assistance 
for residents of seven Kentucky counties that suffered 
significant damage as a result of Friday's tornadoes and 


severe storms including Johnson, Kenton, Laurel, Lawrence, 
Menifee, Morgan, and Pendleton. Gov. Beshear declared 
a statewide emergency on Friday evening, as storms were 
still rolling across the Commonwealth. He asked President 
Obama for an expedited declaration on Sunday. The deadly 
storms and tornadoes assaulted Kentucky on Friday, causing 
23 deaths and more than 300 injuries. The Governor has 
deployed nearly 400 National Guard troops to assist with 
security, traffic control and other needs in affected counties, 
including several local guardsmen. 


Monroe Grand Jury 
indicts four individuals 


The Monroe County Grand Jury met on Feb. 15 and 
returned indictments against four individuals. 

Indicted were: 

— Teresa Muse (DOB 1968) on a charge of trafficking in 
a controlled substance in the second degree alleging that 
one or about Oct. 14, 2011, she knowingly and unlawfully 
trafficked in a controlled substance that is classified in 
Schedules I or II (narcotic); 

— Michael D. Emberton (DOB 1968) was indicted on a 
charge of manufacturing methamphetamine and possession 
of drug paraphernalia alleging that on or about May 18,2011, 
he knowingly and unlawfully used or possessed with the 
intent to use, drug paraphernalia, and that he possessed, 
with the intent to manufacture two or more chemicals or 
two or more items of equipment for the manufacture of 


methamphetamine; 

—Matthew Todd Burkhead, Jr., (DOB 1993) was indicted 
on a charge of arson in the second degree, two counts 
of criminal mischief in the first degree and one count of 
criminal mischief in the third degree, alleging that on or 
about Oct. 29, 2011, he intentionally or wantonly defaced, 
destroyed or damaged the property of Dale Turner causing 
a loss of more than $1,000 by setting a roll of hay on fire 
inside a barn causing the destruction of the barn and all 
items belonging to Tim Anderson inside the barn; and 

—Austin Lee Sprowls (DOB 1980) on three counts of 
persistent felony offender in the second degree, alleging 
that on or about Sept. 5 and Sept. 7,2011, he committed the 
offenses of criminal possession of a forged instrument while 
standing convicted of a previous felony.

Trucking Regulations for Farmers

High Court Ruling Means 

Legislators Stay in Current Districts 


It appears the debate over 
redistricting, which has 
gripped much of the 2012 
Legislative Session, has come 
to a conclusion at least for 
now. Last Friday's ruling by 
the Kentucky Supreme Court 
throwing out new district 
boundaries passed in January 
ends what has been a roller 
coaster of a ride for legislators 
and those of you we represent. 

How we got here started in 
January when the House and 
Senate largely along party lines 
passed House Bill 1, which 
established new legislative 
district boundaries following 
the U.S. Census of 2010. This 
plan affected many of us in the 
House Republican Caucus and 
attempted to move some repre¬ 
sentatives to other counties by 
drawing half-mile wide paths 
through adjoining areas. 

Based on previous court 
rulings, members of our 
caucus filed suit in Franklin 
Circuit Court which ruled 
based on population data and 
law governing the number of 
counties allowed to be split 
that HB 1 did not meet the 
requirements of the Kentucky 
Constitution. The majority 
leadership of the House and 
Senate appealed that ruling to 
the Kentucky Supreme Court, 
which after hearing argu¬ 
ments and reviewing infor¬ 
mation decided to uphold the 
lower court's ruling and affirm 
that the new districts were 
unconstitutional. 

What this means to you is 
that the district lines estab¬ 
lished the last time we passed 
redistricting in 2002 will remain 
in place for the upcoming elec¬ 
tion cycle, and more than likely 
we won't begin the process of 
drawing new boundaries until 


the next session in 2013. 

With redistricting behind 
us for this session, we can 
concentrate on other matters 
of importance to the Common¬ 
wealth. This past week we 
heard testimony on several 
proposals dealing with drugs 
and drug abuse in Kentucky. 
On Wednesday the House 
Judiciary Committee approved 
two bills, one that would ban 
the sale of so-called "synthetic 
marijuana" in Kentucky, and 
the other would more closely 
monitor pain management 
clinics in an attempt to crack 
down of those that operate 
more like "pill mills" then 
offering medical solutions to 
their patients. 

Next week we expect to 
deal with Kentucky's next 
two-year budget, which for all 
intensive purpose is equal to 
the cupboard being bare. The 
House Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee is sched¬ 
uled to hear the budget bill 
on Tuesday, and depending 
on what happens the budget 
proposal could come up for a 
vote by the end of next week.

Muse and Wanda Moore 
entered plea agreements with 
the United States Attorney's 
Office and testified against 
Graves at trial. Moore 
testified that Graves had 
given her money to buy votes 
and that she had paid around 
140 people for their votes 
with some receiving $40 
and others $60. Moore also 
testified that she cooperated 
with an FBI investigation by 
wearing a recording device on 
two occasions while speaking 
with Graves about paying 
for votes during the election. 
Moore was sentenced to two 
years probation. Muse was 
sentenced to time served 


and a period of three years 
supervised release; and 
Bartley was sentenced to two 
years probation and ordered 
to pay a $2,000 fine. 

Both cases were prosecuted 
by Assistant United States 
Attorney Thomas W. Dyke, 
Assistant United States 
Attorney Randy Ream, 
Chief of the Criminal 
Division for the United 
States Attorney's Office, and 
Teddy Kang and Fdward 
Sullivan, Trial Attorneys with 
the Department of Justice 
Public Integrity Section. 
This case was investigated 
by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation.

Opal Howard, for¬ 
merly of the Rock Bridge 
community in Monroe 
County, will celebrate 
her 100th birthday on 
March 18. 

Born Opal Mae Bran- 
stetter on March 18,1912 
near Summer Shade to 
Willie Green and Bertha 
Branstetter, she was the 
fourth of nine children. 

Two of her siblings are 
still living — her broth¬ 
er, Hartzell, age 90, a 
resident of NHC in Glas¬ 
gow, and sister, Chris¬ 
tine Pierce, age 87, who 
resides in a Louisville 
nursing care facility. 

As the oldest daughter. 

Opal began doing housework 
at age four, when she would 
stand in a chair atop a Sears 
Roebuck catalog to wash 
dishes or help prepare food. 

She graduated from Tomp¬ 
kinsville High School on May 
2, 1935 and married Hugh 
Howard less than a month 
later — on June 1,1935. Sixty- 
five years of life together fol¬ 
lowed as they worked side 
by side, farming and raising 
a family. 

When they first married, 
they lived with his parents 
for over a year until they pur¬ 
chased a farm in the Rock 
Bridge community, where 
they lived in a log house 
while they worked to clear the 
land. In the early 1940s, they 
moved to a house on the farm 
that Hugh had built, in great 
part, with his own hands and 
spent the remainder of their 
married life there. 

They were blessed with five 
children, Kenny Lee, Jack, 
Keith, Myra and Bess. Sadly, 
Kenny Lee died at age 17 in 
1953. 

Both Hugh and Opal were 
active in their community and 
in the Rock Bridge Baptist 
Church. 

She was an active member 
of the Rock Bridge Home¬ 
makers Club from the time 
the Homemakers organiza¬ 
tion began in Monroe County 
and also was a leader in 4-H 
Club activities, as she and her 
husband always supported 
their children's endeavors. 

Opal was a skilled seam¬ 
stress and known as a won¬ 
derful cook. According to her 
children, she seemed to be 
able to do whatever she put 
her mind to. 

She always looked forward 
to entering the 'fruits of her 
labors' in the Monroe County 
Fair and took much pride in 
her accomplishments. 

The Howards also sold a lot 
of their farm products, includ¬ 
ing eggs, vegetables, grapes 
and smoked hams. 

Although, she was first and 
foremost a wife and mother. 
Opal enjoyed working outside 
the home at different points in 
her life. She worked as a sales 
clerk at Durham's 5&10 and at 
the National Store and, later 
in life, as a teacher's aide. 

For a number of years, she 
operated the Monroe County 
Cannery, which was located 
on Second Street in Tomp¬ 
kinsville, on school property 
down the hill behind the high 


school. Local residents would 
bring in garden produce and 
pay a fee to use the canning 
equipment, which included 
huge kettles where the food 
was cooked, then canned and 
sealed into metal cans. 

Hugh died in May 2000 
from congestive heart failure 
at age 91. In November 2000, 
Opal moved from her beloved 
Rock Bridge farm to Highland 
Ridge Assisted Living in Glas¬ 
gow. The owners and staff 
treated Opal with genuine 
care and helped her adjust to 
the many changes in her life, 
according to her daughters. 

Opal moved to Pine Mead¬ 
ows Healthcare in Lexington 
in May 2008 for health rea¬ 
sons and to be closer to her 
daughters. 

In July 2008, her son. Jack, 
died in Boston of brain can¬ 
cer. She has three remaining 
children — Keith Howard, 
Cookeville, Term.; Myra Bush- 
ong, Lexington; and Bess Ab¬ 
ney, Madison County, plus six 
grandchildren and five great¬ 
grandchildren. 

Opal's health is still rela¬ 
tively good and she is physi¬ 
cally able to do most things 
independently, as well as par¬ 
ticipate in activities when she 
wants to. 

As someone who has 
worked all her life. Opal still 
likes to "make herself useful." 
As she did at Highland Ridge, 
at Pine Meadows she offers to 
help staff with table arrange¬ 
ments or folding napkins. She 
also likes to help out other 
residents who are confined 
to wheelchairs or those she 
sometimes refers to as "those 
old people." 

She still shows a real sense 
of humor and wit, and al¬ 
though her memory has sig¬ 
nificantly declined, she still 
recognizes and knows her 
family. 

She also enjoys birthday 
cards and this year will be 
especially meaningful should 
her family, friends and former 
neighbors wish to send her 
cards. 

In recognition of Opal's 
century of life, her family 
and the staff and residents of 
Pine Meadows Health Care 
will be having a 100th birth¬ 
day celebration on Sunday, 
March 18, at 1:30 p.m.

Persons who own property adjacent to state right of way and who are involved in 
eradication efforts on their property can submit a written application to the highway 
district office in their area. Applications and addresses for each district office can be 
obtained from state highway garages.

Anybody can develop 
diabetes, but some people are 
more at risk than others. For 
example, if you have a family 
history of diabetes, you are at 
increased risk for developing 
the disease, especially if a 
close family member-mother, 
father, brother, or sister-has 
diabetes. 

Some women are at risk for 
developing type-2 diabetes 
because they were diagnosed 
with diabetes during a preg¬ 
nancy. This is called gesta¬ 
tional diabetes or GDM. If 
your mother had gestational 
diabetes when she was preg¬ 
nant with you, you may be at 
an increased risk for becoming 
obese and developing type-2 
diabetes. 

Knowing your risk for 
type-2 diabetes is an important 
first step toward preventing 
or delaying the onset of the 
disease. Find out your risk by 
taking the Diabetes Risk Test 
at www.diabetes.org. 

In addition to a family 
history and a history of 
GDM, some other risk factors 
for type-2 diabetes include 
being: 

45 years of age or older 
Overweight or obese 
An African American or 
person of African Ancestry, 
Hispanic/Latino, American 
Indian, Asian American, or 
Pacific Islander 

While there are some 
risk factors that you cannot 
change, such as family history 
and age, there are risk factors 
associated with your lifestyle 
that you can change, such as 
being more physically active 
and maintaining a healthy 
weight. Be sure to talk with 
your health care provider and 
find out what you can do to 
lower your risk for devel¬ 
oping type 2 diabetes. 

The good news is that 
people can prevent or delay 
the onset of type-2 diabetes 
by making lifestyle changes, 
such as losing a modest 
amount of weight (if over¬ 
weight), by being more phys¬ 
ically active and making 


healthy food choices. If you 
are overweight, create a life¬ 
style plan that includes losing 
a small amount of weight - 5 
to 7 percent (10 to 14 pounds 
for a 200-pound person) - and 
being more physically active. 

Here are some simple steps 
you can take: 

Make healthy food 
choices such as fruits and 
vegetables, fish, lean meats, 
poultry without skin, dry 
beans and peas, whole grains, 
and low-fat or skim milk and 
cheese. 

Choose water to drink. 

Eat smaller portions. 
Make half your plate vege¬ 
tables and/or fruits; one- 
fourth a whole grain, such as 
brown rice; and one-fourth 
a protein food, such as lean 
meat, poultry or fish, or dried 
beans. 

Be active at least 30 
minutes, 5 days per week to 
help you burn calories and 
lose weight. You don't have to 
get all your physical activity 
at one time. Try getting some 
physical activity during the 
day in 10-minute sessions, 
3 times a day. Choose some¬ 
thing you enjoy. Ask family 
members to be active with 
you. 

To help you reach your 
goals, write down all the 
foods you eat and drink and 
the number of minutes you 
are active. Review it each 
day.
